Ayres, an unusually keen observer, recently gave it as his| 
opinion that the coming year will bring “the greatest com- | 


petitive struggle in the history of the industry.” | The 
jndustry, Col. Ayres goes on to explain, has a capacity of 
about 7,000,000 vehicle units per annum, but the market has 
shown that it can absorb only about 4,500,000. Advance 
production schedules indicate that our industry intends to 
turn out pretty nearly its capacity, which is to say, 7,000,000 
vehicle units. “The contest for supremacy and survival 
which will result will make acute the question of trade-ins, a 
problem for both the public and the trade.” 

Almost three months ago the Automotive Daily News 
obtained from a prominent accessory and parts manufacturer 


the result of a survey which he had made under exceptionally | 


favorable auspices and which indicated that the industry 
was lining up production schedules which would give a total 
of just about the 7,000,000 vehicle units to which Col. Ayres 
Jater referred. 
two entirely separate surveyors, it is safe to say that pre- 
liminary production schedules have been drawn on lines 
that would give us the nearly capacity output represented by 
7,000,000 cars and commercial vehicles. 

There is not the slightest question that the visible 
market is far under this figure. Col. Ayres places it at 
4,500,000, a figure which has held fairly steady for the 
past three years. No conditions exist, no national or 
international changes have taken place that justify the 
belief that this 4,500,000 market can be stretched to 
7,000,000 in 1929. The Automotive Daily News is utterly 
optimistic with regard to the prospects for the year | 
that we are now entering upon, but to see retail sales | 
totaling 7,000,000 vehicle units is not optimism, it is pure 
lunacy. 

And still the Automotive Daily News does not believe | 
that the industry is heading into a year of overproduction 
and cutthroat competition. It believes that preliminary 
schedules did aim at a production above the ability of the| 
market to absorb, but our industry has always shown an| 
ability to contract or expand as actual conditions demanded. | 
It has shown a flexibility in operation that will prevent its | 
falling into the swamp of overproduction and ruinous com- | 
petition. It is natural for enthusiastic sales managers to| 
believe that they can sell more cars than conditions actually | 
warrant. Our production departments are able to care for'| 
such extra output, but they are also able to drop the rate of | 
output to meet actual conditions. 

Just now so keen an observer as John N. Willys has| 
announced that he believes that 1929 production of cars and | 
commercial vehicles will “exceed 5,000,000.” There is no 
suggestion that we shall build and sell 7,000,000 units, and | 
Mr. Willys’ optimism has a solid foundation. Granted the| 
favorable economic conditions that all authorities see for | 
1929, the normal increase in the domestic market and the 
normal increase in the export market, which is more impor- 
tant, would be enough to lift total production above the 
5,000,000 mark for the first time in the history of the 
industry. 

The Automotive Daily News has too much faith in 
the basic common sense of the automotive industry to 
think for a moment that it is going to be rushed into 
any period of overproduction and ruinous competition. 
Instead the year 1929 is going to be the greatest in auto- 
motive history, with production schedules flexed to meet 
sales conditions as they develop.

ISITORS to the European shows this season, in search 
of novelty in body design, failed to reap the reward of 
previous years. There were a few novelties, much refine- 
ment and some progress shown, of course, but in the main 
the bodies shown appeared much the same as those of last 


year.

Williamsport, Pa., Jan. 8.—One 
of the outstanding features of this 
year’s automobile offerings are 
the lowered prices that have been 
made available by various manu- 
facturers. The basis of all these 
price cuts has been the improved 
methods of production which have 


made it possible to reduce the 

final cost of each vehicle without
